
Bert P. Dye Recalls Record Wreck 
of Eight Locomotives 53 Years Ago

Bach cent of the general coun­ 
ty tax levy will raise exactly 
$258,184 this year, as compared 
with $248,596 last year, it was 
disclosed today with announce­ 
ment of the grand total as­ 
sessed valuation of the county 
by the State Boai-d of Equaliz­ 
ation.'

County with the smallest as 
sessed valuation of property is 
Alpine, at $1,426,000. The grand 
total for the state is an increase 
of $212,300;000 over that of a 
year ago, Riley said.

Los 'Angeles county's Indebt­ 
edness, as a county government, 
is but $7,820,000, and in this it 
has about the lowest indebted­ 
ness in the state, county offic­ 
ials assert. By the time a coun­ 
ty court house and some other 
county buildings are erected in 
the Civic Center this may be 
boosted to more than $10,000,- 
000, however.

retired Jan. f 24, 1924 aftek- 42 
years of conductor servicb along 
the iron highways, never loses 
interest in "the roads."

During his years with the 
Chicago, Burlington & Qulncy 
line, Dye had many Interesting 
experiences. He once worked on 
the old Hannibal & St. Joe line 
when the first mail car In the

on the Hannibal division. But 
the experience that topped them 
all was recently recalled by Dye,

resident of Torrance for the 
past 16 years, for the "Railroad 
Magazine."

There have been some spec­ 
tacular wrecks In the history of 
railroading, with heavy loss of 
life and equipment, but the one 
that exceeds them all in inter­ 
est occurred near West Grove, 
Iowa, Jan. 21, 1883. Eight loco­ 
motives were involved M> that 
smash-up but not a single per

that unusual mishap. His gra­ 
phic yarn follows:

Snow-Bound ana Hungry
"As a reader of 'Railroad 

Magazine' I have enjoyed very 
much several stories 
storms, railroad blockades ent 
snow bucking and if I am not 
mistaken, saw a short artieU 
about a wreck which oocurre< 
during a snow storm near Wes 
Grove, Iowa, in which eight eh 
gines were involved. As I was a 
irakeman on the, train which 
stuck in the snow, I can give 
all the facts in connection with 
:hat wreck.

"The bloc.
wreck occurred on Jan. 21, 1SK 
at a point about one mile west 
of West Grove, Iowa. The train 
nvolved was B. & S. W. (now 

C. B. & Q.) No. 3. From a point 
east of West Grove, the B. & 8. 
V. operated over the tracks of 
.he W. St. L&P. (now Wabash) 
.o Moulton. We were in one of 
he worst snow storms I ever 

saw, snow drifting badly. One 
mile west of West Grove we 
stalled. Unable to handle the 
train and being short of water,

"Upon receiving our conduc­ 
tor's report, officials sent us 
three engines from Moulton, all 
the B. & S. W. power available 
at that point. They showed up 
about 1:30 the next morning 
but could not get us moving. 
They ran short of water and al­

so got stuck in the snow. Ou 
conductor reported this situa 
tlo'n. The W. St. L. & P. the 
started four of their engine 
out from Moberly, Mo., to hel 
up out. Our conductor agai 
showed up from West Grove 
short time before the engine 
arrived from Moberly.

"A flagman was out about 
mile from where our engine 
were stalled, to advise the com 
Ing engines just where We were 
The engineer on the lead en 
glne, seeing the flagman, gav 
One blast on his whistle to stop 
The following engineer did th 
same thing, but the engineer 
on the two following engine 
took the two blasts as a 'come 
ahead' signal, as the whistle: 
on the first two engines were 
of the* same tone, and conr 
ahead they did, resulting In : 
game of "leap frog" over oui 
four engines.

Six Miles In 14 Hours 
"Fortunately no one was in 

jured. One way car was bal 
anoed on the boiler heads 01 
two W. St. L. & P. engines. Our 
conductor and the one in charge 
of the W. St L. & P. engines 
made their1 way to West Grove 
to report the accident. Afte: 
looking over the wreck, the 
other W. St. L. & P. men also 
went to West Grove. My fello\ 
brakie and myself, together with 
our engine crews started on foot 
for Moulton at 8:30 a.m., arriv­ 
ing there at 10 p.m. that night. 

"We followed the railroad', 
wagon roads and went through 
cornfields. The snow was drifted 
more than eight feet .deep in 
places. It took us 14 hours to 
:oyer the distance of six miles. 

We were sure a frozen and 
starved looking bunch upon our 
arrival at Moulton. My partner 
said to me that he had enough 
of the railroad game and I nev­ 
er saw him after that. Holv the 
W. St. Ti. & P. men got away 
from West Grove after the 
wreck I do not know as I did 
not see any of them. It took 
about a week to clear the road 
of snow and pick up the wreck.

Bobbed of Watch 
'I remained in the railroad 

game for 43 years after that 
experience and believe I have 
outlived all those who were with 
me at that time. Six years after 
hat episode I had quite a dlf-

ate (350 degrees) oven. When 
layers are cold, put together 
with 1 cup heavy whipped cream 
using '-j cup of cream and one 
banana sliced between layers 
Use balance of cream and 
halved walnuts on top and sides 
Keep In refrigerator and slice 
only as needed for serving.
